Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues on page 3 of the request 
for reconsideration that cited art does not teach "a single uni-directional transmission takes place at the beginning of an authentication 
process". The applicant states that Stellberger (U.S. Patent 4,509,093) does not teach the aforementioned limitation and uses further 
single transmission in his invention. However, the examiner wishes to state that claim 1 only recites the limitation "transmitting an item of 
information unidirectionally between the first object and the at least further object". The examiner further wishes to state that Stellberger 
teaches the aforementioned limitation as "The communication transceiver 27 of the lock unit now acts as a transmitter and transmits the 
input signal x to the communication transceiver 17 at the key unit" (Column 7, lines 1-3). The examiner further wishes to state that 
Stellberger's method clearly transmits an item of information (see input signal x) unidirectionally from one object to another.
